Inasmuch as a cocktail may

Sodium as table salt or in any 
other form tends to increase 
your pressure. 


The rice diet was highly 


successful in reducing blood 
pressure when properly ad- 
ministered but was too unpala- 
table for most persons and 
was deficient in protein. It has 
no advantage over a more 
liberal diet that is poor in so- 
dium and is now rarely pre- 
scribed. Substitutes for table 
salt are now available for 
persons who don't like un- 
salted food. 


Q—What causes high blood 


pressure? Can it be cured? 
Are there any side effects 
from drugs given to reduce 
high blood pressure? 


A—The cause of high blood 


pressure is not always ap- 
parent but nervous tension 
and obesity certainly aggra- 
vate it. Although a cure is un- 
likely it is both possible and 
advisable to control this con-

NEW YORK (AP) — C B S ' 


public affairs program Tuesday 
night consisted of a forthright 
interview with Anthony Eden, 
now the Earl of Avon, on his 
suggestions' for achieving a 
peace in Viet Nam. 


Lord Avon, now in retirement, 


recently wrote a book on the 
subject. He is familiar with the 
conflict since he was chairman 
of the Geneva Conference which 
12 years ago sought to solve the 
problem when the French were 
having a difficult time there. 


Responding to questions by 


correspondent Charles Colling- 
wood, Lord Avon proposed that 
South Viet Nam — formerly 
called Indochina — be declared 
a "neutral belt' 
under an inter- 


national treaty made within the 
framework of the Geneva Con- 
ference. 


He said tha t while neither 


China nor the United States is 
prepared to see the other in con- 
trol of Viet Nam, they might be 
able to agree to a neutralized 
Indochina. 


The former , British foreign 


minister noted, almost in pass- 
ing, that the massive bombing 
of Britain during World War II 
had the effect of strengthening, 
rather than weakening British 
resistance — a sort of "David 
and Goliath effect," he called it.

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Brings Written Word 
to Peru

YARINACOCHA, Peru — (NBA) — And, 


suddenly, in the heart of the sticky Peruviaii 
rain forests, you stumble upon suburbia, 
U.S.A. 


The rambling, screened-in ranchers, the 


swimming hole, the 10-plane airport, the 
laundry, the "only a u t o m a t e d telephone 
system in Peru," the dozens of towheaded 
« 


'.ildren gamboling in the meadow, remind 
e visitor of a perennially green Shaker 


Heights or Grosse Pointe. 


Only the 250 residents of this planned 


community are not garden-variety suburb- 
anites. The suburban trappings are there, 
true, but the lifetime work of these Ameri- 
cans is a bit unusual. 


Since 1946, they have been analyzing and 


putting on paper some 30 Indian tongues 
which for centuries have been unwritten. 


The place is called the Summer Institute 


of Linguistics at Yarinacocha. The dedicated 
men and women who live there are mission- 
aries of the written word. 


Although, as missionary Bill Nyman says, 


the "Linguistas1" major goal is to spread 
the message of the Bible to the millions of 
primitive Indians throughout Peru, the side 
benefits may be of even greater importance. 


The Indian, as they receive the Bible, also 


Deceive a written language and an intensive, 


if rudimentary, education. 


The project, which is expected to last at 


least another generation, has the warm en- 
dorsement of the P e r u v i a n government. 
When the Institute celebrates its 20th year 
in the jungle in June, President Fernando 
Belaunde Terry will be on hand to praise. 


The Institute is one of about 17 similar 


missions around the world sponsored by the 


AWycliffe Bible Translators, headquartered in 
*Santa Ana, Calif. Nyman says about 1,400 


translators and back-up staffs are at work. 


The spacious Peruvian base on the banks 


of Lake Yarinacocha, a cutoff bend of the 
Ucayali River some 300 air miles northeast 
of Lima, is the jumping-off point for mis- 
sionary operations in this country. 


As Nyman explains, " T r a n s l a t o r s are 


permanent residents of the base but are air- 


lifted by our own airline deep into the bush 
where they work in primitive Indian vil- 
lages fpr as long as six months at a stretch. 


"The full cycle of work is to send linguists 


to the tribes to 'break' the language, create 
a written alphabet, then help establish 
schools to teach the Indians to read and 
write their own language, using primers and 
textbooks printed by the Institute at the 
base. 


"The most promising pupils are sent to 


Yarinacocha to learn Spanish and become 
government-accredited teachers and then re- 
turn to their tribes to begin new schools. 


"The tribes are thus given a link with the 
rest of Peru. Without this breakthrough, 
they would not be able to cope with en- 
croaching civilization, would (become de- 
moralized, detribalized, and be forced to re- 
treat f r o m civilization into ultimate de- 
generation." 


That's what the linguists say, anyway. But 


some observers of their work do not exactly 
agree. A Peruvian physician from Lima 
maintains that w h i l e the translators are 


"certainly noble and sincere in their efforts, 
they may be doing more harm than good." 


What Peru needs now, he points out, Is 


unity. Nearly half of its people do not speak 
Spanish, the state language. Instead of bring* 
ing the Indians together by giving them a 
common tongue, the linguists are, in effect, 
splintering them even more by offering them 
a grammar in their own language. 


Though the missionaries claim to be non- 


sectarian, another critic points out, they are, 
in fact, fundamentalists "who feel the Bible 
alone can help these poor Indians who are 
without decent food, health, housing, educa- 
tion and just about everything else." 


What particularly rankles the Linguistas' 


neighbors is the relative luxury in which the 
translators live. 


"Can you imagine the negative effect their 


estate has on the Indians and Mestizos who 
live in wretched poverty on its fringes?" a 
competing missionary asked. 


Such comments do not bother the Lin- 


guistas. They are dedicated, single-minded 
people who apparently believe in what, thpy 
are doing. 


"Eventually," Bill Nyman says, "we will 


evangelize the world."

American not only because he 
is a superb violinist, but be- 
cause he is an eccentric in the 
best British tradition. 


Menuhin does start the day 


by standing on his head Yoga 
fashion. As a vegetarian, he 
does p r e f e r yogurt and a 
handful of nuts to the most 
sumptuous banquet that could 
be set before him. 


He does change his shirt 


three times during a perform- 
ance, and he d o e s have a 
phobia about airplanes, doing 
everything possible to avoid 
flying from one concert en- 
gagement to another. 


Here in Britain he is some- 


times known as the "silent 
knight," due to the fact that 
the violinist can never use the 
title "Sir Yehudi," although 
he was knighted by the Queen 
in December. (His American 
citizenship prevents him from 
using the "Sir.") 


Yet, despite the fact that he 


has been 
lionized by the 


British, and that he makes his 
home here in London most 
of the year, Menuhin remains 
essentially A m e r i c a n . "As 
American as a second-hand 
C a d i l l a c , " 
h» 
suggests 


smilingly. 


"That second-hand Cadillac 


is the fondest memory of my 
youth," the violinist pursues. 
We were backstage at Stein- 
way Hall, where Menuhin had 
been 
rehearsing 
his 
first 


opera, M o z a r t ' s "Cosl fan 
tutte," which he will conduct 
at the Bath festival in June. 


"I bought the Cadillac in 


1936, after my parents had 
decided that I should retire 
from the concert stage for a 
couple of years and try to live 
like a normal boy. I remem- 
ber that it was a big, 12- 
cylinder, open job, and I 
toured all over California in 
it, meandering down narrow 
lanes that 
were just big 


enough for the Cadillac to 
squeeze through. 


"Those were the happiest 


days in my life," Menuhln 
adds, his eyes still shining 
with t h e recollection. The 
.violinist is small, with sandy 
hair and large expressive, al- 
most Oriental eyes. His man- 
ner is gentle and humorous, 
and he has not lost his Ameri- 
can accent. 


Now, at 50, Menuhin is plan- 


ning to meander down nar- 
row lanes again, but this time1 
with his family. His London- 
born wife, Diana, is a former 
ballet dancer, and they have 
two sons, Gerard, 17, and 
Jeremy, 14. 


"I am taking next year off," 


Menuhin explains during a 
break in the opera rehearsal. 
"I have accepted no concert 
engagements for 1967, aside 
from a brief American tour, 
and I intend to do a thousand 
things I've always wanted to 
do." 


Not all of his year off will 


be spent loafing. "I intend to 
do a lot of teaching," he con- 
tinues, "There is my school 
for young musicians in Stoke 
d'Abernon, Surrey, and I am 
planning to s t a r t another 
school for talented children 
at Los Gatos, Calif., where my 
parents are still living." 


The t h i n g about Yehudl 


Menuhin, his friends point 
out, is that he is not content 
to take from the pot without 


putting something back. At 
50, this former child prodigy. 
Is now busy training the child 
prodigies of tomorrow, and 
trying to spare them some of 
the growing pains which he 
experienced. 


Yehudi's earliest musical 


memory dates from the age of 
two, when his parents smug- 
gled him into the hall where, 
the San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra performed. 


At seven, Yehudi made his 


public debut playing Mendels- 
sohn's concerto with the San 
Francisco Symphony Orches-, 
tra, By the time he was 10. he; 
was playing at Carnegie Hall. 


The music critics came pre-

WASHINGTON—(N E A)— 


Under the guise of protecting 
one of the c o u nt r y' s best 
known scenic attractions, a 
group of 
"conservationists" 


may be on the verge of dis- 
rupting an ambitious water 
development plan for 
the 


Southwest. 


Though this c a m p a i g n 


would immediately affect only 
the Pacific Southwest Water 
Plan, the stakes are much 
higher. For should the cam- 
paign succeed, water plans in 
all parts of the country might 
have to be altered. 


The center of this contro- 


versy is a proposed power 
dam at Marble Gorge on the 
Colorado R i v e r , some 12.5 
miles above the boundary of 
Grand Canyon National Park. 


The dam is a key part of 


the $1.2 billion Central Ari- 
zona Project, which in turn is 
a key part of the multibillion- 
dollar Pacific S o u t h w e s t 
Water Plan, devised in 1964 
by Interior Secretary Stewart 
Udall to meet future water 
needs in the driest, yet fastest- 
growing part of the United 
States. 


Of the seven states included 


in the plan (California, Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Nevada, 
Utah, Colorado and Wyom- 
ing), Arizona has most press- 
ing water needs. 


The Grand Canyon State 


literally has been living on 
borrowed time—and water— 
for several y e a r s . From its 
underground reservoirs, the 
state is mining some 2.5 mil- 
lion acre-feet more than is 
considered a safe annual with- 
drawal. 


Soon southern California 


water needs \yill be nearly as 
desperate. Within five to 15 
years, estimated water needs 
in the other states will out- 
strip available supply. 


Located in this area are 


Los Angeles, San Diego, Phoe- 
nix, Tucson, Denver and Las 
Vegas—six 
of 
the 
fastest- 


growing cities in the United 
States. 
. 


That the water situation in 


the Southwest would someiiav 
become critical has been a 
recognized faet for more than 
50 years. Yet long-range solu- 
tions have not been possible. 


simply Because nobody could 
agree on a fair plan for divid- 
ing the water. 


The past half century in the 


Southwest seemingly has been 
one constant water war—city 
against city, s t a t e against 
state 
and 
Lower Colorado 


Basin against Upper Colorado 
Basin. 


Udall's plan apparently end- 


ed this stalemate, since it was 
acceptable to virtually all con- 
cerned. But now the determ- 
ined group of conservationists 
—scholars p r e f e r the term 
"preservationists"—threatens 
to delay the Central Arizona 
Project for perhaps as long as 
three years. 


Leaders of this group are 


The Wilderness Society, the 
Sierra Club and the Izaak 
Walton League of America. 
Their basic arguments against 
Marble Gorge dam are: 


• It would flood a beauti- 


ful stretch of Colorado River 
gorges which actually should 
be considered part of Grand 
Canyon National Park. 
• It won't help the water 


shortage, since it is a power 
dam. 


Although Rep. John Saylor, 


R-Pa., has introduced a bill in 
the House of Representatives 
which would extend Grand 
Canyon's boundaries to in- 
clude the proposed Marble 
Gorge axis, the dam site cur- 
rently is outside park limits. 


Should the dam become a 


reality, it would flood a gorge 
which—according to the In- 
terior Department—has been 
visited by a total of 900 peo- 
ple in the last 90 years. The 
area is inaccessible except by 
boat. 


The lake made by the dam 


would 
provide recreational 


benefits for an estimated 350,- 
000 persons a year. 


Though M a r b l e Gorge is 


only a power dam, it's never- 
theless a very necessary part 
of future water development 


in the area, says the Interior 
Department's 
B u r e a u of 


Reclamation. 


The sale of hydroelectric 


power constitutes the principal 
source of revenue to finance 
the entire project. Should the 
dam proposal be killed, it 
would probably take at least 
two years to come up with a

feasible alternative. 


But, opponents of the dam 


ask, why not steam, thermal 
or atomic power? 


Generators run by water 


power, answers the Bureau of 
Reclamation, can be readily 


regulated to meet fluctuation 
in demand—a million home- 
owners, for example, simul- 
taneously t u r n i n g on their 
lights at sunset. Steam plants 
are best suited for constant, 
"baseload" operations. 


Though thermal and atomic 


power plants will certainly im* 
prove in efficiency in the 
years ahead, they cannot a?' 
proach t h e flexibility—and 
price—of hydro power. 


Time and water are com' 


modifies the Southwest can 
least afford to waste. 


"But if they do pull out of Viet Nam, what do we do with our spare time?'

oy Anderson read yesterday's 


piece about our project to 


pave The Star's parking lot 
and cautioned us this morning 
against doing any unwarranted 
work on "Shover Street." 


Recognizing the well-known 


Anderson "needle" I rechecked 
yesterday's 
edition and found 


$(.hat I had written — and the 
proof-readers let it go by — that 
our parking lot is situated at 
Division 
and Shover Streets, 


• when everyone on the newspaper 
knows it's at Division and 
Hazel. 


Technically I am guilty —but 


no more so than the proof-read- 
ers, who are held responsible 
on every publication for catch- 
ing known errors of fact as well 
•as mere typographical. This 


is the first law of the world of 
graphic arts. It has to be, for 
practically all newspaper and 
magazine material is written 
fast against a publishing dead- 
line. 


The man doesn't live Who 


hasn't occasionally fouled up 
the facts. Sports announcers do 
a marvelous j o b broadcasting 


.football on television and radio, 
W6ut countless tunes they have 


given the ball to the wrong 
team, or miscalled the number 
of downs, or even the score. You 
think nothing of it, because an 
error in the spoken word is gone 
beyond recall. And conditions 
aren't much better on a daily 
paper, with only a few hours to 
assemble perhaps 30,000 words, 
edit it, headline it, arrange it, 
find get it to press, 


Proof-reading is a deceptive 


job — appearing to be simple, 
but actually one of the most 
exacting tasks in a publishing 
house. 
Correcting misspelled1 


words might be the public's 
notion of what a proof-reader is 
supposed to do — but it is the 
least important. No. 1 is to make 
t h e item read for good sense,/ 


I 
Regardless what either proof or, 
copy says."No. 2i is to c a t c h 
known errors of fact regardless 
of copy.' No. 3 is to check criti- 
cally on arrangement — seeing 
that the right headline is over 
the right story. No. 4 is to cor- 
rect punctuation and make sure 
that paragraph i n d e n t i o n 
and item separators — dashes 
or blank slugs — are in place 
<as indicated, by copy. These are 
.he corrections that make for 
good printing — and reading. 


At the very end of the list is 


the 
correction of 
misspelled 


words. Bad spelling is unsightly, 
of course, but not nearly so 
important as the others — f o r 
if an article makes 
sensible 


reading and is factually correct 
the subscriber won't have much 
trouble deciphering an occasion- 
, «m butchered-up word. Besides, 


your newspaper is the product 
of a machine shop — and three- 
fourths of mistakes in spelling 


I ' are errors of the machine, not 


of writing. 


A prime example is where a 


letter is cut off from the end of 
one word and added to the be- 
ginning of another. . .like this: 
"Th eman." This is the com- 
imonest typographical error, and 
•Is entirely machine-made. Uno- 
' types separate words with what 
are known as space-bands. If 
a space-band drops too soon it 
chops the "e" off of "the" and 
adds it to the beginning of the 
next word. 


We are in process of selling 


off all our Linotypes and other 
hot-metal machines and replac- 
ing them with "cold type" units 
— which should eliminate ma- 
chine "typos" and pin errors 
entirely on writers. It will be 
an improvement — but nothing 
in our man-made world is per- 
fect. 


I realize, at the end of this 


lecture, that I am guilty of do- 
ing the very thing the late Neil! 
C. Marsh, El Dorado attorney 
tfnd one-time candidate for con- 
gress, once charged to George 
Washington Mason, publisher 
if the old weekly El Dorado 
Times (now the name-plate of 
El 
Dorado's evening daily). 


Marsh said Mason made so 
nany mistakes in each issue 
of the Times that he had to 
keep publishing in order to catch 
up with the corrections. But one 
day a tramp printer 
came 


-through and asked for a job, and 
as Mason wanted to go to 
a Baptist convention he let the 
printer get out the paper in his 
absence. 
The printer, 
said 


Attorney Marsh, didn't make a 
single mistake, "And so when 
Mason came home he 
found 


no corrections to make — and 


_ suspended publication!"

How about a clambake in your own back1 


yard over the Memorial Day long weekend. 
No sand needed for this version—just a char- 
coal grill. 


The ingredients, besides congenial guests, 


are cherrystone or little neck clams which you serve raw on 
the half shell with a zesty- sauce. This will keep the guests 
busy while the chicken pieces are cooking. Then grilled 
chicken basted with tangy butter sauce. Also foil-wrapped 
ears of corn which follow the chicken on the grill. Then 
thawed lobster tails, which require about 10 minutes on the 
grill. Watermelon is the most popular clambake dessert. 
Don't forget unlimited supplies of good coffee. 


GRILLED CHICKEN 


Place broiler-fryer chicken halves, quarters or pieces, skin 


side up, on grate set 3 to 6 inches from heat. Brush chicken 
with tangy butter sauce. Cook until tender, turning and 
brushing occasionally. Allow 45 minutes to IVi hours total 
cooking time, depending on weight of chicken and distance 
from heat. To test for doneness, leg should twist easily out 
of thigh joint and pieces should be fork tender. Five min- 
utes before end of cooking time, sprinkle chicken with salt 
and desired seasonings (paprika, poultry seasoning, dried 
leaf tarragon, etc.). -

Lay two matching towels, one on top of the other, 
tfien measure and mark the long side 9 inches from one end 
(for armhole) and 12 inches from the other end (for slit) and 
stitch between these markings. Repeat this on the other long 
side.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A state 


Education Department official 
says there are 
strong indica- 


tions that a federal investment 
of more than $20 million in Ar- 
kansas is paying off by keeping 
more children in school. 


\V. M. Moore, director of the I 


federal elementary and second-1 
ary education program in Ar- 
kansas, said Arkansas school | 
administrators reported attend- 
ance increased three to five perl 
cent during the 1965-66 school] 
year. 


Moore said he and other edu-l 


cation officials feel that federal [ 
aid spent on such things as I 
health services, free meals and I 
personal services has made ill 
possible for many parents to| 
keep their children in school. 


The money, S20.4 million, was] 


allocated under Title I of the 
federal Elementary and Second-] 
ary Education Act. AH but five I 
school 
districts 
which didn't! 


agree to comply with the 1964J 
Civil Rights Act received Title] 
I funds. 


The state's school adminis-l 


trators have "done wonderful! 
jobs with the progrm," Moore 
said. 


The Title I money has been 


spent on everything from 
an 


educational television system in 
Paragould public schools to buy- 
ing eyeglasses for pupils whose 
families could not afford them. 


Moore said the schools found 


in studies of economically de- 
prived children that the greatest 
need was for improved 
read- 


ing. 


Thus, 363 remedial reading 


teachers were added in Arkan- 
sas as of March 1, he said. 


Other new employment s a 


result of the federal program in- 
cluded 161 teachers of remedial 
mathematics, 62 social workers, 
128 librarians, 
140 counselors 


(most of them at the elemtn 
tary and junior high school .ov- 
els) and 126 nurses. 


In rounded figures, $4.3 Mil- 


lion went for instructional sal- 
aries, $800,000 for teacher in- 
service training, $1.8 million for 
food services, $3.3 million for 
instructional supplies and equip- 
ment, $3.7 million for portable 
classrooms 
and mobile units, 


SI.4 million for health services 
(not including nurses' salaries), 
$2.5 million for construction of 
new permanent 
facilities and 


$2.6 million for personal serv- 
ices, Moore said. 


The personal services section 


includes clothing, 
home-bound 


study programs for pupils un- 
able to go to school a n d psy- 
chiatric aid, among others. 


Among the districts 
which 


have excelled in the personal 
services area, Moore said, are 
Helena-West 
Helena,

Rock and Pulaski County.
